and marked according to definite 
quality standards. In many cases 
there is more than one grade to 
choose from. Your family needs, 
your budget and how you plan to use 
the product will certainly influence 
the grade you buy. 

The word “Canada” in a grade 
name means that the product has 
been graded according to federal 
standards established by the Canada 
Department of Agriculture. 

The next time you go shopping 
take a look at how fresh fruits and 
yegetables are graded. 

Most fresh fruits and vegetables, 
when shipped to another province, 
are subject to Canada Department of 
Agriculture grading, packaging, mar- 
keting and inspection regulations. 

Those grown in commercial volume 
and sold within yoursproyince are 
subject to provincial regulations. 
These regulations are usually the 
same as federal regulations. 

The Grade must be marked on all 
closed packages of fruits and vege- 
tables and open packages of apples, 
celery, cantaloupes, and tomatoes, 

Packages or containers used for 
fresh fruits and vegetables must meet 
Standardized dimensions. 

Potatoes, carrots, and onions are 
yegetables which you will most often 
see labelled with the grade name. 
There are two grades for vegetables,

On and after Monday, September 14, 1964, residents of Ontario are 
entitled, without charge, to medically necessary physiotherapy services 
received in the offices of registered physiotherapists in private practice in 
Ontario who participate in the extension of physiotherapy service adminis- 
tered by the Ontario Hospital Services Commission. The services must be 
prescribed by a duly qualified physician and performed by, or under the 
direct supervision of, a Tegistered physiotherapist. A course of treatment 
may be for a maximum of three weeks unless the physician prescribes a 
longer period. 


HOME TREATMENT 


If, in the opinion of the attending physician, a patient cannot attend the 
physiotherapist’s office, treatment in the patient's place of residence will 
be covered, but in such cases the physiotherapist may charge the patient, 
or patients, a total of $1.00 per visit, regardless of the number of patients 
treated during the visit. 3 A 

The main purpose of this additional service to patients is to make the 
most efficient use’of available physiotherapy facilities. It is to be financed 
by Federal Health Grants and by the Province of Ontario.

The story is told that in 1859 Sir

In 1885 Alexander Chisholm regist- 
ered the north side of the Trent as 
Chisholm’s and in 1859 Clement Arm- 
strong registered the south sue. of 
the river Tupperville. 

Early Years 

_The streets were laid-out east and 
west and there was an iron foundry, 
| a lime kiln, a flour mill and woollen 
| mill, ‘all active for several years. 

In 1913, the saw mill and grist mill 
were demolished and local farmers 
purchased the timer to build barns. 
Somewhere between 1880 and 1899 
Glen Ross post office was built and 
this was discontinued when rural 
mail delivery was enacted. 

The Glen Ross School was built in 
1873 and Carmel Methodist Church in 
1875. Robert Armstrong died in
